-e did 1 have a fearful experience 


with n dskiiiH. 
Want, to hear nlmut it? 


"Well, it was in '-H. an,I I'd been out 


trailing 'IIIIMIX the I>'lntliead« mill thu 
Nrz 1'ci cc-i for nearly two years off at d on, 
when line day 1 caught on to a schen.e the 
Phithi'M'lit had gntlrn up to raid a little 
settlfiii'-nt near to where Canton, Nov., 
now stands. There were th.-ee families liv- 
ing tliiTi-, and the plan was to wait until 
the men went tu Carson City for provi- 
sions, » hen the women and children were 
Iu IN; killed and the rattle run off by one 
party, while another waylaid the morion 
the wa.v bark and murdered them. I was 
up about Winueinucctt wheu I got hold of 
this, and I HOI oft" for C niton as hard as I 
could go, but the men were gone by the 
time I reached the settlement, which was 
called liidley's Camp. 1 had reason to fear 
the Indians were only a few hours behind 
me, and w« hod to move quickly. Ouronly 
chance was to hide out iu the mountains 
till thev left the neighborhood or to work 
our way as best we could by night to Car- 
son Citj 


"It w.is useless to think of saving tho 


men, so I just kept that part of the busi- 
ness to myself. There were in all thirteen 
of us, l\\ a women and thelrsvveii children, 
and three little chaps, whoso mother had 


ready vos to stiini[M-do the rattle and 
horses In keep the Indians from getting 
them; then as we started 1 shut up tho 
houses, ID keep the reiUkins as longas pos- 
sible there before they found out the people 
hail run away. 


"We made the little creek culled Snake 


river by daylight, and after recoiinoitcring 
I made I lie whole party wade out to an 
island in the middle, which was about 20 
by SO fri-t anil covered with flags and 
rushes and some sttinteil willows. Here 
we lay all day, for the most part down on 
our slum ichi under the brush. Of course 
we could build no lire nor move about, so ' 
we ate tha cold victuals tho women had 
had brought along, and I dipped up water 
in my i.ip. 
Twice parties of Indians 


stopped m>t a hundred yards Mow where 
we when- to water their horses, but judg- 
ing from their actions I knew they did not 
suspect nny one was near tliom, but were 
probably mi their way to Hidley's. They 
did not linger, but rode on at once, much 
to my n lief, for all the time they were 
within In iring I am sure I did not draw a 
breath a minute for f_-ar one of the chil- 
dren would cry out, when we would have 
nil liven massacred; but the |K>or little 
Hiin^-K, „ nij tlu- exception of u child u f«w 
weeks old, were ton badly scared to stir or 
»|*ak unless bidden; and an fur the women, 
they put any man i ever saw to shame 
with thru- calmness and courage. 


"When night came we struck out for a 


line of hills lying about five miles away, 
and whi-ic I counted on finding a cave, or 
at least a hiding place. Of course I and 
the women and the larger children could 
hove nmdc It without dilliculty, but being 
obliged tn wait on the little ones and to 
carry tin in every half mile or so we were 
nearly all night getting to the nearest hiiL 
We'd gone about n mile wheu low down 
on the horizon I saw a dull glow, and knew 
the Indians were burning the camp, and 
that the} M be on our trail iu a little while. 
When we got to the hill I could see noth- 
ing like a cave, and while it was pretty 
heavily w uoded there was no place to hide 
where thi- Indians would not spy us direct- 
ly. I wax looking about me wheu I caught 
• glimse t,t u black bear running around a 
rocky spur about half way up the hill. I 
followed just in time to see her go tum- 
bling or climbing down a sort of gash in 
the earth, and which I knew must be her 
den. Without stopping.1 jumped after 
her and found myself iu a little caveaUkut 
10 by 10 tfi-t, but with another larger one 
leading ai\ ay toward the center of the hill. 


"The bear began to growl when she saw 


me, and I saw, when my eyes got accus- 
tomed to t he dim light, that she had two 
cubs in tlie den with her, which she was 
going to defend. So, aiming as carefully 
as I could. I flred at her, breaking her 
skull, aft', r which I killed the two cubs 
and transferred my party to the cave. The 
last of the c-old meat and bread was then 
eaten, aud the women and children, creep- 
ing into the larger division, which was, 
however, only about 4 feet in height, went 
to rest. lint I wan too anxious to sleep, 
tired as I v, as, so 1 hoisted myself out of the 
cavern and climbed to tbe top of the bills, 
to see if I could see aught of the Indians. 


'Several times it seemed to me that i 


saw a band moving along the line of the 
horizon, and while the specks might have 
been cattle I thought it best to stay where 
we were nil that day, that night, and the 
next day. Our great trouble was water, 
which had to be brought from a spring on 
the other side of the hill, and ns only a 
•mall quan lily could be brought at r. time, 
my cap being the only vessel we hod, the 
children especially suffered a good deal. 
A* last one of tb» women discovered a flat 
rock wltb n hollow dip in the middle which 
would hold about two quarts or go, and I 
kept this filled AS » cistern. I ventured 
that nigh* to roast a piece of the bear in a 
hole In the ground, which change of diet 
was a welcome one. I never passed such * 
time since I was born, for I dated notsleen 
an hour for feor of a surprise, and the 
weight of responsibility I felt, with those 
poor helpless creature* on my hands, was 
•Imply awful. 


"Late en the second day, when I climbed 


the hill for a last look, I saw a small band 
of Indians not more than an eighth of a 
mile away. They did- not number more 
than seven, bat were armed and in fui> 
WM.dress, and were heading,straight for 


tho 1m;. Dropping on my (ill fours Iran 
us fust tin I could for the mouth of the cav- 
ern, and scrambling down soon had the 
women and children crouched up in the 
far eud of the larger division, where no 
shots find into tlie smaller could reach 
thorn, though I hoped the Indians would 
either pan by altogether or fail to find us 
If they halted. Silence then was absolute 


, necessity, and the woiueu impressed tin 
| on the children. I then went back, am 
i by clinging to one of the bushes swinging 


across the entrance to the cave peered ou 
to see what the redskins meant to do 
could see they had struck our trail am 
Kiispcoted we were somewhere about, for 
they dismounted, and scattering, began to 
search the woods. 


"As they drew near our hiding pla« I 


dropped di»wn into it, and cocked the gun 
the women liad brought ami my owi, 
trusty rifli). I suppose my frequent goings 
in and comings out had loft some trace, 
for they si emed to notice the entrance at 
once, and presently I saw a head peering 
over. Tin- dim llh'ht of tlie cave might 
have prevented the owner from six-ing im> 
but, as ill luck would have it, the inf.uit 
chilli 1 sjiuke of wailed out just at this 
particular moment. The cry was stilled in 
an instant, but it had been heard, and thu 
head craned over further, while another 
and another popped over. I was crouching 
down ascl'iseaH I could, but, hearing tha 
click of a trigger. I knew concealment was 
no longer possible, and blazed away. Two 
screams told me a couple of heads had been 
hit, and thu third disappeared. I heard a 
voice shout ing for the others to come up, 
and could distinguish the tones of a col- 
loquy b'jiiiK held, though without hearing 
what was s liil. 


"Presently a lighted torch was flung 


into the cave, but I had retrcatwl into the 
farther one. and, nothing being visible, the 
Indians were nonplussed, and I heard ono 
cry out that there was nothing there. An- 
other retort «1 angrily that some one had 
killed Blue Water and Leaping Turtle. 
This was followed by a patter of shots on 
the floor of the cave, one of which, re- 
bounding, struck one of the children on 
the breast, but though tho bullet imbed- 
ded itself in his skin, the plucky little fel- 
low did not utter a sound. A» their firiu" 
still produced no effect, the Indians did 
not know huw to account for matters, and 
presently one of them was imprudent 
enough to si ick his head over tho odi^c, but 
I made no move, and they hold another 
council.

The remaining Indian, seeing 
his companl ins fall, made a break for tlie 
entrance, ami was just climbing out when 
I caught him, and, firing, brought him 
down with a broken arm and a ball in his 
side. 


"Seeing him helpless aud thinking him 


dying I did not shoot again, but went back 
to the women, whom I found shrieking 
with cxcitcm-int. I quieted them and con- 
gratulated them on their courage, which, 
however, was entirely gone as soon as the 
call for it was over. I rolled the Indian off 
the boy, who was considerably bruised by 
the weight of the dead body, but otherwise 
not hurt. Tlie wounded Indian I found to 
be nn old acquaintance of mine, and seeing 
he was dying rapidly I did not disturb him. 
He told me that, finding Ridley's Cump de- 
serted, the main parly had gone back home, 
but that, suspecting me of having warned 
them, some uf the young hotbloods had 
followed us to be avenged on me. They 
were pretty certain that I was tbe only 
man in the party, but did not know but 
what others liad joined us. 


"Well, we took possession of the ponies, 


and were able to travel much more rapidly, 
though had it not been nearly desperate to 
think of walking in our exhausted condi- 
tion, I would not have risked riding them, 
for a man on foot has twenty chances ou 
the plains to one tho mounted fellow haa. 
We reached Carson City without further 
adventure, though starvation and thirst 
and fatigue wire our constant companions, 
and there found the woman's husband and 
the other ma a. who were just starting 
home. I had to get a doctor to give me 
something to nuiet my nerves, for, for eight 
days and nights, I had not slept more than 
thirty minutes out of every twenty-four 
hours, and evvu after all were safe I could 
not quit listening for noises."—Cor. Globe- 
Democrat.

Finland is visited yearly by about 10,000 


vessels, bringing rather morethun 1,250,000 
tons of merchandise, and carrying away 
about the same. The exports from Fin- 
land are, for the greater part, forest pro- 
ducts, hall' btiug of planks, deals, fire- 
wood, etc., with 3 per cent, ot tar. Farm 
produce, chiefly butter, forms an additional 
IS per cent, of the whole; agricultural pro- 
ducts 3 per cent, more; game and fish 
another 8 per cent.; and various manufac- 
tures—iron, tissues and paper—15 percent, 
more. On the other hand, the goods brought 
into the country are fabrics, grain, metals, 
sugar, cotton, tobacco, wine, oil and brandy. 


The exchanges with foreign countries are 


made to the extent of TO per cent, by the 
ships of Finland, of which the commercial 
fleet numbers 1,600 vessels, having 250,000 
tons burden. There is no lack of com- 
munication by water.—Henry Lausdell, D. 
D., in Harper's.

The slightest con- 
tact of these whiskers with any surround- 
ing object is thus felt most distinctly by 
the animal, although the hairs themselves 
are insensible.

power, but few persons realize what it 
means or the enormous force that it exerts. 
The new White Star steamships, for in- 
stance, or the Inman line's City of New 
York, develop from 18,000 to 20,000 horse 
power. 
They have twelve boilers and 


seventy-two furnaces, worked with forced 
draft. Assuming that the engines will re- 
quire 18 pounds of steam per horse per 
hour, then 100 tons of feed water must be 
pumped into the boilers every hour, and 
100 tons of steam will pass through the 
engines in the same time. In twenty four 
hours the fejd water will amount to 3,840 
tons, occupying 130,240 cubic feet. 


"This amount of water would fill a-length 


of 483 feet of a canal 40 feet wide and 7 feet 
deep. Taking the condensing water at 
thirty times the feed water, it will amount 
to 4,800 tons per hour, or 115,200 tons in 
twenty-four hours, or for a six day trans- 
atlantic run not less than 091,300 tons, or 
84,883,000 cubic feet. This amount of wa- 
ter would (i!l a cubical tank 295 feet on the 
side—a tank into which the Roman Catho- 
lic cathedral, steeples and all, or the Times 
building, could be put and completely cov- 
ered up. 


"The coal consumption is not less inter- 


esting. Four hundred tons a day are 
burned on the 20,000 horse power pressure. 
This would fill 400 wagons. It requires 
for its combustion 8,009 tons of air, occupy- 
ing a space of 222,338,000 cubic feet. It is 
impossible to put these figures iu such 
a shape as to l>e grasped by the average 
reader, but enough has been cited to show, 
nevertheless, that the circulating pumps 
and fun engines of such ships are a hard 
working lot."

The squirmers go in and stay in 
till they are taken out. Other parties set 
pots near the head of the tide. These are 
small editions of lobster traps in some re- 
spects. In the end is a tunnel shaped en- 
trance very easy to get Into. This entrance 
is rendered still more effective sometimes 
by a continuation in the shape of a stock- 
Ing leg, and I have seen sharp brads driven 
In so as to impale the victim should be poke 
his head out the door. These traps aro 
sunk to the bottom with a line and a buoy 
attached. Horseshoe crabs are considered 
the best bait for eels. In the fall they 
pass up into rivers and ponds, sometimes 
in great numbers, and always in the dark- 
est nights; then the boys are on deck with 
gaffs. 


Their winter home is in the slimiest 


mud. Some bed in salt mud, others in tbe 
rivers. At Goose river is a spot where eels 
are always-found just as soon as Ice forms. 
Strangely enough it Is said to be a ledge. 
By quick work a bushel U sometimes 
•peared out in a few minutes. Spearing to 
to me the most satisfactory method of fish- 
ing for them. An eel spear is built like 
Neptune's trident, with a wooden handle 
twelve to twenty feet long. With It the 
fisherman repairs to the river, if in tide 
water, at low water. In the fall a boat is 
used. In the winter the ice is cut In a 
semicircle, then with one clip the project- 
ing tongue is cut off and pushed under. 
Now the podging begins. The spear ia 
jabbed in the mud gently; if it meet* re- 
sistauce wheu pulled out the fisherman 
yanks it out like lightning and shakes the 
wiggleroff on the ice. Sometime! three 
or four come out at once. 


Very often In this vicinity, near the 


wharf and, ship yard, an iron bolt, a tree 
pall, hoop skirt, stove funnel, bag of kit- 
tens, piece of rigging, gold watch or gome 
other trifle is hauled out, and by Christmas 
time the ice is covered with trash. Eels 
move about some in the-mud. for some- 
times they are caught where none wag to 
be found tbe day before,—O. W. Singer in 
Lewiston Journal,

Not one drop of the waters of the flvo great 
lakes finds its way to the ocean savo 
through this gigantic, extraordinary and 
wondrouHly beautiful river.

A perusal of the sources from which our 


supplies are obtained shows that tbe in- 
crease obtained from the Russian oil wells 
in the neighborhood of the Caspian is 
enormous. In 1883 the Muxcoviteg sup- 
plied us with 500 barrels. In 188» the im- 
ports from the same quarter amounted to 
771,000 barrels. During the same six years 
the supply from the United States had but 
increased from 1,329,000 to 1,355,000 barrels. 
That in the short space of six years Russian 
shipments should increase from practically 
nothing to more than half of those from 
America is most remarkable. Such phe- 
nomenal developments as these naturally 
cull into existence the provision of means 
for adequate transit and storing of such 
enormous quantities.—Chambers' Journal.

7 acres out of Ih 
luiddle-und most productive part of the farm 
lha! this neceMualed a liu-gc outlay of money 
f0r the-crecli'in of feiwes; thai his field 
were much cut u p ; and that the danger ti 
cattle which Imd lo be driven over danger 
otis grudc crossings iu order to put them ii 
pasture was such as lo entitle Mr. Tomlinson 
lo a large MIDI as damages ; t.hc witnesses 
produced bv the plaintiff variously esthuutei 
the dumiges t-om $0000 to $8000.

amount inquired for the erection of fences 
was estirnttcd at about $900. 


A. numter of witnesses testified lhat llie

WJien you visit a 
fruit stand I fear you are likely to select 
the biggest and handsomest bananas you 
wo, arid there is just where you make a 
liiiBtuke. The smallest bananas are in 
nearly nil cases the sweetest and jucicst,

A New lilcnclilnrj Agent. 


Dr. Lndwlg Schreiner, of Stuttgart, 1ms 


brought forward a new bleaching agent 
wliich lie calls o/uiiin. It is prepared by 
dissolving 23 parts of hydrate of potash in 
lliu'X parts ot water, to which 133 parts of 
resin are added after boiling tie solution. 
To this mixture are added first 150 parts 
oil of turpentine, and then ICC.^ parts per- 
oxide of hydrogen. The product thus ob- 
tained is ozotiin, a bleaching agent more 
powerful than either turpentine or perox- 
ide of hydrogen alone. 
Dr. Schreiner 


says that a solution of one part of ozonin 
In 1,000 parts of water will form a power- 
ful textile bleach, and that tho solution 
also has disinfecting and antiseptic proper- 
ties of valae.—Boston Transcript.
